Compulsory  action  under  the  Public  Health 
Act , 1936,  Was  talon  in  two  cases  before  the  local  Petty 
Sessional  Courts  to  ‘obtain  the  closure  of  a farm  house 
w.atuat6d\>at  Hirkhaugh.  and  stated  by  the  Council’s  Officials 
to',  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  in  the  second  co.se  to 
remedy, ;.a  nuisance  caused  by  insufficient  Sanitary  accommodation 
and  drainage  from  pbeoisos  situated  at  the  Bum. side , Haltwhistlo. 
Both  cases -were  decided  in  favour  of  the  Council.

Go  use  quont  upon  the  taking  of  an  adverse 
spiiplo  of  water,  from  thf  Public  supply  to  the  village  of 
HOhshaw  and  in  view  of  "'the  impossibility  of  carrying  out  such 
works, -of  improvement  as  would  guarantee  the  continued  safety 
"q'f ••the-  supply  owing  to  its  unsatisfactory  position  by  the 
roadside  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  water  supply  from  tho 
'village  of  lie  llcri&go  to"  Eonshaw  as  a' t emporary  measure  in 
view-,  of. the  impossibility  of  obtaining  the  'sanction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  extend  tho  Haltwhistlo  mains  supply 
Eastwards  as  was  originally  intended . This  opportunity  was 
talon  of.  coupling  tho  two  supplies,  .Mo  abridge  and  Bouden  Mill, 

( Tho  mgr  aft  on)  at  Townhoad  ( To  whouse)  when'' 'in  the  event  of. 
shortage  on  the  Barden.  Mill  supply  a certain  quantity  of  water 
could  be  run  into  tho  Barden  Mill  mains  and' -so  alleviate  a 
position  in  the  latter  area  which  in  times  of  drought  has  boon 
known  to  be  very  acute . 

During  the  laying  of  the  abevo  main,  which 
was  done  by  contract  over  the  period  5th  June  - 2,0th  September 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  Clerk  of  Works  on  behalf 
o f tho  C ounc i 1 .

This  year  (194-1)  has  seen  the  pureho.se

Formerly  'Lot  by  contract  to  a local  farmer  this  public  service 
now  under  tho  more  direct  control  of  the  local  Authority  has 
proved  to  be  a marked  improvement  over  the  previously  existing 
system .

of  time  in  travelling  - a point  of  some  importance  in  a 
scattered  Aural  area.
